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Taft Loses Cancer Battle 


SEN. 
ROBERT A. TAFT—"Mr. Republican" is dead at 


NEW YORK (vP)—Sen. Robert 
A. Taft, a symbol of Republi- 
canism, died Friday of cancer. 


The end came peacefully for 


the 63-year-old Ohio Republican, 
about 13 hours .after he had 
lapsed into a deep coma. 


At his side 
were his four 


•sons. 


Taft's condition suddenly had 


become critical just four days 
ago. 
Then, except for brief in- 


tervals, 
his 
strength 
failed 


rapidly. 
Not until the end did

an end quietly and without pain 
at 9:30 a.m. CST, July 31. 1953," 
the hospital said. 
"His death 


was the result of widespread, 
highly malignant, rapidly grow- 
ing tumnrs."

service. He added that Mrs. Taft 
and the senator's sons will be 
consulted as to their desires be- 
fore any official statement is 
made. 


Taft's death came in a new 


and major chapter in his career 
—the job of majority 
Senate 


floor leader in the first R,publi- 
can administration in 20 years. 


His illness, however, forced 


him to give up the active leader- 
ship in June. 


IN DESCRIBING* the senator's 
last grim fight for life, the hos- 
pital said: 


"The first symptom?; . . . were 


pains in the legs, later localized 
in the left hip. These symptoms 
had their onset in the latter part 
of April, 1953, and in the begin- 
ning were very obscure. 


"However, the disease could 


not be controlled, and eventually 
progressed 
relentlessly despite 


the application of aH The thera- 
peutic weapons available to mod- 
ern science." 


IT WAS LEARNED that some 


time ago, while Taft 
was on 


crutches in Washington, a prom- 
inent doctor informed hirn of the 
nature of his illness and he re- 
plied to this effect:

"You 
will find me the most 


willing guinea pig you ever had." 


Then he volunteered to aid 


medical science by faithfully re- 
porting all symptoms and every 
twinge of disorder he could ob- 
serve. 


Taft had told reporters he no- 


ticed a pain in his left hip about 
April 15, four days before he 
flew to Augusta, Ga., to play golf 
with President Eisenhower. He 
carried on his official duties un- 
til June 10. 


THEN, ON 
CRUTCHES, he 


announced that leading doctors 
had told him his condition was 
serious and that he was giving 
up the Senate Republican floor 
leadership. 


The disorder had been treated 


previously in Cincinnati, Wash- 
ington, and New York. After thn 1 drove from 
exploratory operation July 8. it the 
home 


was announced he was expected 


j to remain in the

Helen Herron Taft Manning, for- 
mer dean and acting president 
of Bryn Mawr College and now 
professor of history there; and 
his four sons.

WASHINGTON — The 
House 


approved a $6,652,422,390 for- 
eign aid bill compromise, 237- 
156. 
The bill, carrying almost 


$700 million less than President 
Eisenhower asked, now goes to 
the Senate for action.

A Stout Heart Is Stopped 


Don'l Croat '4»y 


- When the definitive story of Robert A. 
faft is written, it may shbw that this great 
American who swallowed a bitter disap- 
pointment and went on fighting as though 
he had been at the helm, truly gave his life 
in that final service. He was the most vigor- 
ous man on the political scene a year ago, 
when at 62 he was campaigning for the 
nomination for president, and his strength 
and endurance were apparently inexhaus- 
tible. He worked from 7 a.m. until midnight 
daily for months, with scarcely a breathing 


• spell, ran his younger companions breath- 


less, and finished each gruelling day in bet- 
ter shape than many of them. 


Denied the office he had thrice hoped for, 


Mr. Taft wasted not a minute in repining, 
but flung himself into his country's service 
as unstintingly as he had striven to reach 
his personal goal. How much this all con- 
tiibuted to his untimely death can only be 
guessed. Happily he was out of the pic- 
ture only briefly before laying down his 
tremendous load. 


The country, the Republican party, the 


•"administration, have lost 
a 
man whose 


value can hardly be over-estimated. Mr. 
Taft was more 
than 
the 
nominal floor 


leader of Senate Republicans, more than 
"Mr. Republican," more than a stout-hearted 
champion of old fashioned personal lib- 
erty, more than a blunt man who thought 
fast and spoke his thoughts on the in- 
stant. 


He was a balance wheel and a unifying 


force who kept party factions from ir- 
remediable divisiveness. He was a master 
craftsman in the Senate, one who knew its 
every mood, calculated Its temper from hour 
to hour, protected its pride, invoked its com- 
promising spirit tactfully—though on oc- 
casion quick to trample roughshod over 
dissenters. 


No defeated candidate for the country's 


highest office has ever made himself so 
useful to the man who beat him as did Mr. 
Taft to the President. From the instnnt Mr. 
Eisenhower was chosen in his place, his 
rival devoted all his great talent, energy, 
experience and judgment to securing his 
election, then to supporting him in the tasks 
imposed by his position. Only a great man 
could have done this so immediately, so 
malter-of-factly, so vigorously. 


History had already begun to judge Mr. 


Taft more kindly than did many of his con- 
temporaries. He argued against repeal of the 
Neutrality Act in 1941 right up until Pearl 
Harbor, when he flung himself into the 
fight. He foresaw the danger of letting Rus- 
sia into the company of the Allies. And de- 
spite the clamorings or labor bosses, the 


Taft-Hartley act has come to be seen as the 
work of one concerned with the rights of 
the individual union man, as with the public 
good. In 1946 It was Mr. Taft who foiled 
President Truman's plan to draft strlklnj 
railway men Into the army, after the White 
House had rammed the measure through 
the House. 


That a man so able in every way should 


have 'lost his three great political battles 
can hardly be seen at this close distance as 
anything but the workings of blind fate. 
Twice his party astonished itself and others 
by reaching outside its organization for a 
presidential candidate in preference to Mr. 
Republican. In 1940 it chose Wendell Will- 
kie, a recent Democrat, Wall Street lawyer 
and'entrepreneur. Four years later Mr. Taft 
stepped aside for his fellow Ohioan, Sen. 
John W. Bricker, who was, unable to wrest 
the nomination away from Governor Dewcy. 
In 1948 Dewey was again nominated, and 
again failed to be elected. 


Mr. Taft's year was to have been 1952. 


But out of the 
armed 
services 
stepped 


Dwight D. Eisenhower, great soldier and 
great man, then registered as an independ- 
ent. That was the last chance, and he lost. 


It was more than partisanship, far more 


than personal ambition, that made this great 
fighter an immovable rand devoted Repub- 
lican. He «ns no stranuer to Washington, 
haviiv; lived in the White HOLISM a-, a you'iu 
man during the incumb"nry of his kith-:-, 
\\ ilham Howard Taft. What impressed him 
then, and the rest of his life, was what he 
saw as the increasing growth of socialism in 
the Democratic party. He could co-operate 
with his Republican opponents, never with 
the Democrats. 


Not once did Mr. Taft recede a step from 


his unequivocal opposition to the New Deal 
and the Fair Deal. He felt that the nation 
must choose between liberty and socialism, 
and on entering the Senate in 1938 he be- 
came the chief opposition of the party of 
Roosevelt and Truman. Its majorities in 
both houses never daunted him. He took a 
stand on every issue, stated his beliefs, and 
defended them on every occasion. When he 
had a piece to speak, he spoke. 


That voice is stilled now. Its echoes will 


long be heard. It is quite possible, indeed, 
that his- fame will increase with the per- 
spective of years.

Food Stamps for Surpluses 


Attacking food surpluses, those accumu- 


lated through the government's price sup- 
port program, by allocating various items 
to paople on public assistance through the 


'- ' medium of stamps is suggested by a Cali- 
' fornian who is circularizing the press. He 


thinks this at least as sensible as distribut- 
ing the food to needy foreigners, as has 
been proposed. He is of course correct on 
this point, except that he doesn't note that 
public and private relief agencies already 
constitute a channel for disposal of some 
foodstuffs, although he is chairman ot his

state's Social Welfare Institute. The school

lunch program also is still on the books.

Neither of these outlets, even if pushed 


to the hilt, could possibly handle the moun- 
tain of surplus butter now being piled up. 
But a food stamp plan could operate to 
prevent some of its growth, suggests the 
Des Moines Register. 
Stamps issued to 


relief clients would absorb quantities of 
butter through private wholesale and retail 
channels, which of itself would save money.

Beneficiaries would eat more butler than

they do now. (Thev might indeed eat bet-

ter than some of their neighbors not re- 


ceiving assistance, since substitutes . are 
widely used as an economy measure—ex- 
cept in cooking and sometimes, alas, there 
too.) -Certainly they would reduce sharply 
the overweening size of the surplus, and 
cut down the waste from spoilage. Suppose 
relief 
clients had been receiving butter 


stamps all this yenr (the plan calls for no 
corresponding lessening of other alloca- 
tions.) The savings would have been enor- 
mous. 


All this of course is based on contin- 


uance of price support at levels far above 
what the free market will pay. It exists 
today because such a program can't be 
chopped off between one day and the next. 
The administration wants to get rid of it. 
In the meantime assaulting food surpluses 
from various angles might ease the tax- 
payer's situation.

mated the aggregate assets of these at $7 
bililon which means an annual, income 
available for spending at a bililon or two. 
However, the wide variety of such founda- 
tions almost precludes any specific esti- 
mates. 


Students of history may be interested to 


know that foundations are not new. They 
seem to have started in ancient Egypt anil 
Chaldca. 
In 65 B. C. Cicero Initiated the 


first known public Investigalion of founda- 
lions and, due lo his efforts, many were 
dissolved because of some relationship to 
the conspiracy of Catiline. 
So Congress- 


man Reece will not be entirely a pioneer. 
Nor will he be unable to cite prcccdenl. 


Great good can come from a penetrat- 


ing and constructive study of foundations 
by the Recce committee when and if es- 
tablished 
It need not concentrate upon 


the extent to which some foundations have 
supported 
subversive 
activities 
although 


there have been definite instances of that 
sort. 
Foundations properly managed can 


do many things that are vitally important 
such as the magnificent contributions of 
the Rockefeller Foundation to health and 
medicine. 
They arc, on the other hand, 


often plagued bv lazv and merely orna- 
mental boards of control and bureaucratic 
staffs. 
The risk of wasteful and undesir- 


able activities increases as they penetrate 
into the so-called "social sciences." There 
is need for some wholesome correctives in 
their work in that field either by their 
own efforts or by the strong push of a 
congressional committee.

H onl<l Repeal Set: I IK 


One of the most far-reaching propprals 


reportedly agreed upon by the President 
would repeal section 14B of the Taft-Hart- 
ley Act. 
This section is one of the strongest teeth 


in the act. 
It says, in effect, that where a state la- 
bor law is more drastic than the federal 
law, the state law shall prevail. 
The elimination of this provision In effect 


would repeal the law in at least 13 states 
which prohibit the union shop. 


In the absence of Sec. 14B of the Tafl- 


Ilartley Law. the federal law would super- 
sede the state laws forbiddinr union shop 
contracts. 


Another drastic reform to be proposed 


by the White House is the elimination of 
the mandatory injunction provision of the 
Taft-Hartley Act. 


This provision of the law states that 


when complaints of certain unfair labor 
practices are lodged with the National La- 
bor Relations Board, the board's counsel 
must apply for an injunction. 


The Eisenhower-Durkin proposal would 


give the board's counsel discretionary power 
to seek injunctions in these cases, rather

Some important changes in the secondary * 


boycott provisions of the Taft-Hiirlley act 
will also be recommended by the President, 
according to reports. 
One of these changes would make it legal 


for 
union members to refuse to handle 


"struck work." 
Another proposed liberalization ot the 


secondary boycott provisions would permit 
picketing on a job where one of several 
contractors on the Job was in dispute wife 
a union. 
The right of picketing in this particular 


phase of labor controversy was restricted 
by the NLRB in a Denver case, in which 
the Supreme Court upheld the board. 


Such a liberalization of the secondary 


boycott provisions of Tart-Hartley ^would 
be of inestimable value to the AF of L 
building trade unions. 


Another proposal would specify the right 


to picket in what is known as the "primary 
situs." 
This right has been upheld by the 


board, but is under court attack by em- 
ployeis. 
("Primary situs" defines the site of the 


original strike . . . that is, the factory at 
which the strike began.) 


The Eisenhower-Durkin program would 


liberalize the check off provisions of the 
present law, by removing the necessity for 
renewing a check of authorization by an 
employee annually. 


The White House proposals would also 


include an amendment which would per- 
mit the maritime and building trade unions 
In entej 'into pre-hn'ing agreements with 
employers which are not legal under the 
law. 


Piovi.-vions of, the present law for "de- 


authorizing" a union to represent workers 
would also be removed 


Clllng requirements for unions under tha 


Taft-llarlley act would be greatly simpli- 
fied by the White House program. 


The President would also write off tha 


so called "union busting" provisions of the 
act, which involves the voting rights of 
strikers .after they have returned to their 
jobs. 


Mr. Eisenhower referred to this pro- 


vision as a "union busting" device in his 
campaign. 


The anti-Communist affidavit provision 


of Ihe Taft-Hartley act would be entirely 
eliminated by the While House. 


The president originally proposed that 


this provision be broadened, to requne 
employers, as well as union officers, to 
certify that they are not Communists. 


But discussions over 
the 
past several 


months at the White House convinced 
everyone 
that the anti-Communist pro- 


vision had no practical value, and should 
be removed. 


Separate 
laws 
covering

would probably be recommended to taka 
care of Red labor leaders.

den as the cost of fighting in 
Korea.

this fiscal year will reach an 
all-time high of $1,200,000,000. 


This is 20 per cent more

than the French propose to spend. 


The six-year-old 
struggle against the 


Reds in the fetid jungles of Indo-China is 
now being waged almost entirely with U. S. 
weapons. 
On the ground and in^the air, 


French and native forces are fighting with 
American guns, planes and munitions. The 
recent spectacular raids against key en- 
emy depots were executed entirely with 
U. S. equipment. Without this expensive 
gear, these crippling blows could not have 
been struck. 


By ship and air carriers large quanti-y 


ties of military supplies are being rushed 
to the French and Vietnamese in prepara- 
tion for the resumption of large-scale Com- 
munist assaults by early September, when 
the rainy season ends. 


It is definitely known the Red Vietminh, 


armed and trained by China, are mounting 
a double-pronged offensive aimed at cap- 
turing Hanoi, key stronghold on the north- 
ern coast, and overrunning Laos on tha 
northeast border of Thailand.

I May Be Wrong

™As" punk kid we saw our first professional baseball at the 
old M Street Park. 
How did the kids get into the ball game In those days? 
The best way-was to shag a foul ball (many of them fell Into 
the backyard of the Dean family (Jim and Bill were later friends 
of mine, the former at the LCC and the latter as custodian a 
Trinity Methodist Evangelical Church where we played our first 
basketball under the direction of Channing Collins). 
Later I hobnobbed with Howard Gregory, Carl East, "Buff 
Ihman, Walt Carlisle, Davey Lloyd and Willis Cole, to mention 
only a few and would often get a chance to slip through the gate 
near the clubhouse. 
If everything else failed, you could still get an A-l bleacher 
•eat for two bits. 
I hmd always been under the Impression that "Ducky" 
Holme** teams drew pretty well and the other day while check- 
In* over lame old file*, I ran across aa attendance story. 
Although It concerned the 1906 season which is some six or 
•ight years earlier than when I first became attracted to the 
sport, the figures are nevertheless interesting^. 
In 22 home games up to July 8, Lincoln had drawn 38,600 
fans and ranked second in the league behind Omaha which showed 
51,000 admissions for 28 contests. Des Moines had drawn 49.80C 
in 29 dates; Sioux City, 37,600 in 26, Denver, 29,590 in 28 and 
Pueblo, 30,650 in 31 home stands. 
Lincoln's average was 1,755, only slightly under 200 less per 
game than "Pa" O'Rourke's Omaha club. 
Omaha-Lincoln Bitter Rivals 


The Omaha-Lincoln rivalry was intense in the old days and 
the clubs were the top drawing cards in both parks. 
Several things helped baseball in the old days. 
In the first place, there were not many other forms of recre- 
ation. Golfing was confined to the Country Club crowd on the 
old links at 7th and Washington and aside from foot, cycle and 
trotting races there were few other summertime sports. 
Most old time fans will recall the "Bull Durham" sign on 
the rlfhtfleld fence at the M Street Park which was patrolled 
in my early days mostly by Paul Cobb and later Ty Lober. 
Bit* "Moose" McCormlck was our home run king. 
I barely remember Eddie Gagnier but Marty B«rghammer and 
"Snooks" McGaffigan were fine shortstops. 
"Sadie" Quillen was 
near the end of his playing days and the first sackers that stand 
out in my mind were Charley Mullen, "Pug" Griffin and Ray 
Schmandt. Later on Harry Williams and just beyond my reach, 
Jack Thomas. 
Great Defensive Outfield 


I still think one of the best fielding outfields in the business 
was that of Walter Carlisle, Artie Thomason and Lober. Some 
pretty fair catchers were Del Baker, "Dad" Kohrer, "Hick" John- 
son. Ball players were different in those days. 
They talked, 
played and slept baseball. They were a happy-go-lucky lot, all 
underpaid if judged by present standards. 
It seems to me that they scrapped harder for a victory. 
Holmes was a fiery pilot who never mellowed even in later 
years when he managed briefly at Beatrice in the old Nebraska 
State loop. 
The last time I saw "Ducky" was at Landis Field one after- 
noon seated with Jack Holland who owned the Oklahoma City 
club at that time. Then there was Frank Isbell at Wichita; and 
Jack Henricks of Denver. 
All have long since passed on. 


Pitching the Sports Shot 


In the recent death of Harry W. Hughes, retired athletic di- 
rector and grid coach at Colorado A & M, football lost one of its 
most beloved personalities. 
He was 65 and had been at Ft. 
Collins for 41 years. 
We had .the pleasure of meeting Harry 
many times, the first as I recall, being in Denver in 1931, when 
his team played the Cornhuskers in a post-season charity game in 
the DU stadium. 
Jake Thies, Denver chucker, recently tied the modern West- 
ern League record of nine consecutive victories . . . Understand 
Lee (Sadie) McQuillen is still living in St. Paul, Minn. 
After belnff out of the old Western loop (called the West- 
ern Association 1894-95) Lincoln Inherited the St. Joseph, Mo., 
franchise in 1906 and was a member through the 1919 campaign. 
. . . The Capitol City rejoined.'the circuit In 1924 and lost its 
franchise to Pueblo after the '1927 campaign. 
Then came a 
20-year span of semi-pro anil Nebraska state League ball un- 
til the current Western w»» reorganized In 1917. 
Eddie Cicotte, a member of the 1919 Chicago Biack Sox, per- 
formed for Des Moines and Lincoln in the old Western. He won 
22 and lost 16 for the Ducklings in 1907 and was sold to the Bos- 
Ion Red Sox for $2,500 by Manager "Ducky" Holmes. 
I see where Rex Layne has been dropped from the list of 
heavyweight contenders by Ring Magazine . . . An alleged mid- 
dleweight aspirant, Bobby Dykes, was dropped because of poor 
performances his last few times out . . . He never belonged 
in the first place . . . Ezzard Charles is listed as No. 1 con- 
tender for Rocky Marciano's crown with Roland LaStarza in the 
second spot . . .
